14-19 years old, 
and young adults. 20-24 years 
old. account for more than 50 
per cent of all cases, the 
report said

Faculty fears 


Proposal poses problem 


A two-fold proposal dealing with tenure and 
evaluations was presented to the UTM 
Academic Senate last week and has been met 
in many quarters of the faculty and ad¬ 
ministration by feelings of uncertainty and 
fear. 

The most important portion of the proposal, 
presented by Dr. Norman Campbell, vice 
chancellor for academic affairs, includes 
provisions for an across-the-board form of 
evaluation. Included in the outline are plans 
for students to evaluate faculty members, 
faculty members to evaluate department 
chairmen and chairmen to rate deans. Plans 
also call for evaluations of administrators, 
made by “interaction among faculty, 
departmental administrators and general 
academic administrators.” 

However, one aspect of this proposal which 
is missing and is much needed is student 
evaluation of administrators. After all, the 
students are affected as much, and 
sometimes more, by the decisions of ad¬ 
ministrators than is the faculty. 

Several points should be noted about 
evaluations. Ideally, it would help the in¬ 
dividual evaluated by making him more 
aware of his shortcomings and giving him a 
chance to improve his professional per¬ 
formance. There is nothing wrong with 
evaluations, per se. SGA has talked about it 
for a long time-but as usual it has yet to get 
beyond the stage of rambling rhetoric. 

Many faculty members have already said 
privately they feel these evaluations will be 


used against them. As long as they are doing 
a professional job, they should have nothing 
to fear. Those who have cause to fear are 
those few who would be more qualified to 
sweep out a classroom rather than to go into 
one and lecture. 

This premise holds true only as long as the | 
administration holds to its committment of a 
fair and unbiased critique of these 
evaluations. 

The other part of the draft deals with the 
sticky issue of tenure. There are 13 points in 
the proposal, which most likely will weigh 
quite heavily on the reception or rejection of 
the idea. Most of these definitions range from 
vague to ambiguous, such as “demonstrated 
teaching effectively to students and 
colleagues,” “service to the University,” 
“service to the community and state” and 
“evidence of scholarly competence in subject 
matter area.” 

The possibilities of verbal shell games with 
such phraseology is endless. The question is 
how can one analytically qualify such terms 
as “teaching effectively” or maybe 
“scholarly competence.” More specific 
standards are a must. 

However, before any final judgement is 
made, it should be restated that this is merely 

a proposal, subject to change. Hopefully, 
input from all quarters of the campus will be 
welcomed to make this a proposal which will 
benefit everyone. Until certain questions are 
answered or clarified, it should remain only a 
proposal. 


Inefficiency abounds 
in concert production 


A perfect example of the SGA’s bumbling 
ineffeciency was revealed this week when the 
announcement was made that the March 5 
concert will feature “Bloodstone” with a 
front group called “Backwater.” 

According to the SGA officers, they were 
promised a confirmation of Dobie Gray’s 
appearance for nearly six week’s before 
making the decision to forget Gray and go 
with the other group, “Bloodstone,” that was 
scheduled. 

There were many who had doubts about the 
success of the originally planned concert with 
both Gray and "Bloodstone.” But the latest 
development removes any doubt over 
whether SGA will again lose money on a 
concert. Even one SGA officer has admitted 
in private that the concert doesn’t have “a 
snowball’s chance in Hell of breaking even.” 

SGA can improve its handling of concerts in 
several ways. Even though concerts should 
be basically geared toward the entertainment 
of students here, it is apparent that concert 
appeal must go beyond the immediate 
campus. It is necessary that news of a concert 
reach area high schools and other nearby 
college campuses. Consideration should be 
given to those that might attend from out of 
town, especially Memphis and Nashville. Of 
course, the people of Martin should not be 
overlooked. This is a chance to get back some 
of the money that students contribute to the 
Martin economy. Advertising by the SGA 
improved but there is still room to do better. 

SGA also needs to establish connections 
with more diverse and competent booking 
agencies. Up until now, SGA has dealt with 
only a few, small talent organizations which 
cater to colleges and take their money as 
middlemen. By dealing directly with the 
artist’s personal representatives, SGA 


could, in some cases, save money and often 

be more flexible in scheduling concert dates. 

The easiest thing to do, of course, is to point 
an accusing finger at SGA and its officers, 
then sit back and watch the deficit grow 
larger with the next concert. But the burden 
of blame has to be borne by more than just 
SGA. 

Although it is apparent that SGA can do 
much to improve the situation, the basic 
problem does not end there. The real 
problem-a much deeper and more complex 
one--is in the attitudes of most students here. 

The average student is very closed minded 
and does not have a broad enough outlook on 
music in general. Far too many students 
place labels, based on society’s conditioning, 
on certain types of music and do not give thaA 
music a fair chance. 

Unless this attitude changes, the same 
thing will happen with the next concert, which 
will feature “Bloodstone.” No doubt, there 
will be those who will also place a label this 
group and refuse to go see it. Many of these 
people will not really be acquainted with the 
style of music that will be played but depend 
on their prejudices and the narrow¬ 
mindedness of others to dictate their decision 
to stay at home or go to the concert. Many 
students are so spineless that they do not go to 
a certain concert because of what might be 
said about them or their musical tastes. 

This is supposedly a learning atmosphere 
which should carry over into the musical 
interests of students. Unless one is willing to 
try something different, be it music or 
whatever, then he will never learn anything 
new. Diversity in music, as diversity in other 
subjects, is essential to really enjoy a broad 
and fulfilling education.

Remember Black History 


Holidays have meaning, but 
not always the meaning 
originally intended. 

And then some of these 
holidays have no meaning for 
some persons. For instance, 
what is this week? 

It’s a time for remem¬ 
bering. A time for remem¬ 
bering the contributions, the 
hardships, the recognition and 
its absence 

This is Black History Week. 

In 1926, Dr. Carter G. 
Woodson and the Association 
for the Study of Negro Life and 
History proclaimed Feb. 10-16 
as a time of remembering the 
black contribution to society. 

The purpose of Black 
History Week, according to 
the Association, is "to 
promote an appreciation of 
the life and history of the Afro- 
American. encouragement of 
an understanding of present 
status and enrichment of the 
promise of the future." This 
year the general theme of 
Black History Week is 
"Helping America Under¬ 
stand" 

"Black History Week in 
some measure fills the void 
created by textbooks writers 
and others who systemically 
fail to include significant 
contributions of blacks in the 
making of this nation," Harold 
Conner, director of minority

concepts that we too are 
Americans.” 

“It shows our progress in 
history." Jesse Webb, junior, 
explained. "Also, it shows 
during the different periods of 
time, not only whites made 
history, but blacks did too." 

"It's kind of like your 
culture," Shirley Lewis, a 
sophomore majoring in 
political science, said. "Where 
you came from. It's looking 
back on it. It's something you 
recognize because you're 
black. It gives you aweareness 
of yourself.” 

Black History Week is a 
time to reflect on what being 
black has meant. 

"Everything,” Ms. Dorothy 
Jackson of South Fulton said. 
"Everything. I just think it is 

something wonderful to have 
and I believe we should have it 
more than once a year." 

“I think eventually Black 
History Week will help in 
communication between 
blacks and whites," Ms. 
Jackson continued. "1 hope 
the white people will read 
more about us and understand 
us " 

"I can hardly express it," 
Ms Dorothy Walker of South 
Fulton reflected on Black 
History Week. "I had black 


history when I went to high 
school I guess it brings back 
memories because they don't 
teach black history in the high 
school my children go to. 
Some of the children don’t 
even know the Negroes have a 
national athem It was written 
by James Weldon Johnson." 

"What does Black History 
Week mean to me?" Carol 
Douglas, a senior majoring in 
communications, said 
“Nothing special 1 celebrate 
Black History Week every 
week-every day of the year. 
Black history wasn’t made in 
one week, so why should it be 
celebrated in one?”

Abernathy laid, even though 
“Here we Hand today still not 
free." 

"We need a new people with 
a new heart to make the 
Constitution and the 
Declaration oI Independence 
to work tor all people," he 
said. 

He said the black si niggle 
lor equality has come a long 
way. "But we still have a long, 
long, long way In go " 

Claiming that all Americans 
are “tied together by one bond 
ol mutuality," Abernathy 
called for a united effort 
toward a better country 

He said there are "good 
whites" and “black devils," 
but added, “I know a color 
that's more beautiful than 
black. I know a color that's 
more beautiful than white. 
And that’s black and white 
together " 

Abernathy catted for a 
defense of democracy in 
America rather than fighting 
battles abroad. 

“The only way to defend 
your dem ocracy is to make it 
■nuaMssssimani 


work right here at home," he 
said "We pay our money for 
the destruction of life rather 
than the building of life ." 

In praise of the late Dr. 
Martin Luther King, Jr., 
Abernathy said he was "the 
most peaceful warrior of the 
20th century.” He said King 
was neither a communist nor 
a capitalist, but a man who 
was “universal in his 
outlook.” 

“We are richer today 
because he lived," Abernathy 

said 

During a question.and 
answer session that afternoon. 
Abernathy said the civil rights 
movement “has been able to 
remove from the American 
scene all legal forms of 
segregation " 

He said the SCLC is a strong 
advocate of non-violent 
protest in the "political 
arena" for the “bread and 
butter issues.” However 
Abernathy stated, “I live for 
the day when the SCLC can go 
out of business ” 

Abernathy said black people 
have seen from the riots of the 
Ditto's that "violence is futile." 


"Somewhere we have to end 
the vicious cycle of hate 
Somewhere we have to end the 
vicious cycle of violence." he 
said. 

Defending the SCLC ac¬ 
ceptance of a $50,000 grant 
from the Gulf Oil Company. 
Abernathy stressed, "We have 
,to look to the white community 
for financial support ' He 
emphasized that the grant 
would not affect SCLC 
policies 


He said criticism of the 
SCLC's decision has come 
from those who. in criticizing 
Gulf's African operations, 
"advocate liberating our 
black African brothers " 
Abernathy defended public 
school integration saying, 
"Quality education has to be 
integrated education.” He 
said he would be happy when 
the struggle for integration 
could end 

When questioned if he still 


experienced racism in his 
everyday life, Abernathy said. 
"Yes Unfortunately I must 
admit we still live in a racist 
society Racism is a terrible 
and awful disease " 
America's days as a 
capitalist nation are num 
be red, Abernathy stated 
"There must be some social 
reforms," he said “We can 
have whatever we want in this 
country if the people will stand 
up and demand it."

Amoco official predicts ten 
years of gasoline shortages

Pacer Staff Writer 

It will take an all out effort, 
comparable to the one made in 
World War II, to overcome the 
energy crisis, said Amoco Oil 
Company's director of 
operations, A. E. Ruscilli, to 
the Biology Club Tuesday 
night. 

Even though the price of 
gasoline will be around sixty 
cents a gallon “spot shortages 
will exist for at least the next 
ten years,” he predicted. 

We will be increasingly 
dependent on oil from the 
Middle East which has sixty- 
three per cent of the world's 
known reserves, he said. 

"This is not a good situation 
to be in, for Middle East oil 
may not be available at any 
price,” Ruscilli said. The only 
alternative to using Middle 
East oil is to invest the huge 
sums of money needed to 
develop our own energy 
reserves, he added. 

"The government, the oil 
industry and the public are all 
to blame for the energy 
crisis,” said Ruscilli, who 
holds a Masters degree in 
chemical engineering from 
Ohio State University. 

Government contributed to 
the problem by catering to the 
short run desires of con¬ 
sumers by imposing price 


controls on petroleum 
products, according to 
Ruscilli. 

The oil industry can 
be blamed for the crisis 
because of their desire for 
profits, failure to see the 
implications of the emission 
control standards of 1970, 
overly optimistic predictions 
of when Alaskan oil would be 


available and their failure to 
tell the public of the im¬ 
pending crisis, he said. 

The American public 
contributed to the problem by 
their constant demand for 
more nonessential devices 
which currently consume over 
thirty percent of the worlds 
total energy supply, he con¬ 
cluded.

“It looks like 
the students are not interested 
in working out a compromise 
for the best station we can 
have on campus " 

“If they are rebelling, then 
it is obvious we don't have 
support from the students and 
it is going to be difficult for me 
to sell the idea of student in¬ 
volvement,” he added. 

High said he feels the radio 
station has never been con¬ 
sidered by UTM ad¬ 
ministrators as part of the 
communications program, 
although the current 
catalogue lists courses in 
supervised laboratory in radio 
operations. 

"I was told by some ad¬ 
ministrators recently that this 
station, operated by students, 
is something that just got out 
of hand' - that is, the 
University never intended 
that students manage and 
operate WUTM,” High said. 

Trentham denied this, 
saying the administration has 
been behind the station, 
although he admitted there is 
no new money planned for its 
operation. 

He said the proposed budget 
for the next fiscal year calls 
for all operational budgets to 
remain the same. He said any 
unexpected funds would have 
to go to increase faculty 
salaries. 

“We are not asking for frills. 
We're not asking for the best 
or the most expensive 
equipment made," High said. 
"We’re asking only for basic 
tools of the trade." 

Meanwhile, reaction to the 
decision has been varied. 
Mike Faulk, SGA secretary of 
communications, said that 
while he sympathizes with the 
station staff's feeling, still he 
feels it would be a disservice 
to the students to shut down 
the station. 

"It’s like the University has 
created this child and now 
refuses to rear it,” Faulk said. 
“If the administration is going 
to continue to stress ex¬ 
cellence in undergraduate 
education, we’ll make a grave 
mistake in bringing in a 
Knoxville-run station.” 

Dr. Ted Mosch, radio 
committee chairman, said 
yesterday that he was sad to 
see the resignations. “I hate to 
see people leaving in disgust, 
and I hope we can continue to 
improve the station," Mosch 
said 

"I am skeptical of a com¬ 
plete turnover of the station to 
Knoxville because of a lack of 
student input," Mosch said. 

“I have been the radio 
committee chairman since 
September, I thought the 
budget was to be larger than it
